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TWO0 HOURS IN JAIL.

(Becond Paper.)

The City Prison at Holloway is an establish-
ment for the reception of oriminals senten
to two years imprisonment or less, and ai the
present time the governor has four hundred
and fifty delinguents in his custody. To pro-
vide receptacles at onoe commodions and
seeure for so many lodgers is undoubledly an
esential condition, but another of almoat
eqnal fmportance is 8o to Arrange the said
reoeptaoles that the ways thereto may con-

to ome common centre, the latter afford-
tng & stand-point from which an uninterrapted
'rm of the full number of cell-doors may be
obfained by the warders on daty. Withont
entering on architeotural detail it may ba
said, %y an admirable arrangement of
radiating corridors, thess prime aida towards
successiul prisen management have been at-
tained. Itis needless to say that the whole eata-
bllehment, from extremest corner fo corner,
and from roof to basement, is sorupnlously
clean; indeed, it is glaringly so, and painfal to
woontemplate on that acconut. You look up-
ward and ronnd about, and all is white, white,
spotless, and dead, and harmonizing exactly
with the frequent notice-boards enjoining
‘‘silence’’ hong aronnd. Under foot all is
black; it cannot well ba blacker, for the floor-
ing material is asphalte, and every morning it
is black-leaded till it shines like the face
of a kitchen-stove. It looks like a still,
blaok pool in the evening light, and is slip-
pery as glass. The warders, conforming to
the grim rule of silence, glide about in
shoes, the uppers of which are white
canvyas anud the poles India-rubber. Thay shft
from this point to that so swiftly and noise-
lessly that you would think that the still,
blrek pool was frozem to ice and they were
sliding on it, only that as a ranle sliders are
jolly-ﬁwklng Heopla, and these were golamn
men, resigned to their duty perhaps, but
overpowered by a melancholy that dwells in
the atmosphiere.
The City Prison is a working prison, and
the Governor taking advantage of certain
facilities that perhaps ara pecaliar to the pri-
son location, appears to have advanced far
towards solving the long tried punzzle of how
to make enforced labor profitable. By the
way of answer to a guestion put by us rela-
tive to this matter, there was placed in onr
hands the “labor roll’” for the day, showing
at a glanoe how every capable prisoner of the
four hundred and fifty had besn employed since
morning. I wish that I had vopied the roll
that I might bave presented it to the reader in
ita exact entirety, bat I well remembar that
it included paluters, glaziers, smiths, car-
penters, wood-choppers, barbers, wheal-tread-
ers, oakum-pickers, bricklayers, brickmak-
ers, and, last and most important of all, mat-
makers. There were between gixty and
seventy mat-makers, We went into the mat-
factory, where there are several looms, which
have been erected on the present Governor’s
responsibility. We were informed that a
prisoner who had never geen a loom before,
might be tanght to make himself nseful at one
in a fortnight. The prison anthorities are at
no risk as regards their mat-making. A oon-
tractor provides all material, bringing it to
their doors, and carrying away all manufac-
tured goods; and last year the profits thereon
that were handed to the corporation ont of this
branch of prigon labor alone amounted to nine
hundred pounds,
I have alluded to brick-making as figurin,
in the labor-roll, and was as much surprise
as doubtless the reader will be to find it there.
Twenty-five, I think, was the number of pri-
gon hands engaged at this branch of manufae-
ture; bnt where was it performed?! To make
bricks it is necessary to have at your com-
mand clay and “breeze’’ or ¢inders for burn-
ing. ‘‘Come with me,” said the governor,
“gnd yon ghall see all about it.”
He conducted us out of the J)'.ison to the
grounds at the rear of it, enclosed by the high
prison-walls, of conrse.
The ground pertaining to the jail is about
peven acreg in extent, and without doubt ia
made the most of. Two acres and a quarter
are in wheat—the very finest that can be met
for fifty miles rouund, owing, doubtless, to a
judicious utilization of the prison sewage in
the form of liquid manure. DBesides the
wheat there are thriving Slota of cabbage and
potatoes, and onions and leeks for soup, all
sown and tendsd by the prisoners, Never was
wheat 8o precions, thanks to its mercifal
grower. It is a jail regulation that every pri-
soner shall take so much walking exercise
each day, andin ordinary the necessary opera-
tion is performed in & dreary flag-paved
yard, wherein the prisoners tramp wearily to
and fro through the specified time—now muoch
exhilarated may be easily imagined. DBuat jnst
now it is pleasant walkiog for the inmates of
Holloway Prison, and it will grow pleasanter
until wheat-cutting time comes. In one of the
largest patohes circular pathsare left, and this
is the exercise ground. To be sure, to expect
to aronse wholesome emtions in the
breasts of a  certain set of Holloway

risoners by B0 gentle a means would
Eo simply absurd; but they are mot all
of this sort. There are scores and scores of
miserable men, young and old, who, under a
spell of devilry, have slipped from the path of
reotitude once, and only oncs, and who in the
confines of their narrow, solitary cell drop hot
tears of remorse and penitence as their
thonghts wander home, and to wives aund
children, and they yearn till their hearts ache
for the day that shall restore them. What,
after the debasing drudgery of jail-labor, must
that hour's tramping through the hopeful
green wheat be to them !

Bat it is not all tramping throngh green
wheat out in the prison rear-ward garden. It
is here that the bricks are made. The Gov-
ernor’s eeverely economio instincts have led
him to argue that althoungh no kind of crop
may be raised out of clay, such a8 abonunds
on his estate, there is another direot and
simple method of making the material in
question productive. In a great pit the
furnace and ordinary fire refuse of the prison
is stored, and with these two ingredients
he sels to work. There 8 & “pug-mill”
worked by manuasl instead of horse- ower, and
“‘moulders” and barrow-hands and stackers,
all wearing the slate-colored skeloton suit with
the embroldered slesve and the metal tioket with
a number on it abont their neck. Bat silence
still prevails. You can hear the dall thud of
the clay a8 the monlder fills his wonld, and
the olap of the little boards with which the
carriers take up the suft brick, and the creak
of thebarrow-whesl as the bricks are wheeled
away; but beyond that there iz not noise
enough to drown the chirp of a free Hparrow
that has her nest in & niche of the prison
wall, In the midst of the workers, perched
in & sort of pulpit, ia an officer in prison
liviwy, who has pothivg to do but fold his
s and shut his mouth and keep his ears
:{wn and stare at the 25 brickmakers with

i bis might, ready to pounce on anybody who
dare break the golden rule. Bat nobody
Ms; indeed, it may be safely asserted

hropghout the jall there are no sach
oheerful-locking laborers as those out-o'-door
rl. However severe the task, it is per-
ined in the open air, where the orow lies
overhiead and the sun shines and the wind
blows. DBesldes, there is fair in view the only
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obatacle that stands between thom and liberty,
between them and the common pavement on
which people lounge, or saunter, or hurry,
withont dreaming of restraint. Thay can huar
the leather-lunged potboy from the publio-
house over the way bawliog ‘‘Beer O !"" thuy
can hear the oarriages rattliog along the road-
way, and the heavy market cart runmbling
over the stones, and oan pioture the happy
oarter smoking his short pipe as he slouches
along, with one hand in his pocket and lis
whip over his shoulder. Ah, dear reader, yon
know a few clever peopls, and so do I; but for
“igeaing through a brick wall,” as the snying
is, one of these nnfortunate laborers in the
prigon tgnrden migbt be matched against aony
one of them, and backed at long odda to win,

The labor lcast relished by the prisoners—
and I don’t wonder at it—is the tread whesl,
Its mee is to raise suffiorent water for the nse
of the establishment to an immense tank
fixed on the roof. Hand-pnmping was al firsl
tried, and with such qguestionable success,
that the laborers were suspeoted of “‘shirk-
iog,”” and to prove the charge sgainst them a

| gang of free workers were called in and set to

the task; but having that blessad privilegs,
after a trial they dropped the pump handiss
and flatly declined “to have any more of it."”
The treadwheel answers better, but it ia
tearfully hard work for the treaders. With
all respect for the excellent contrivers and
maunagers of the insti.ution nnder inspeotion,
I would suggest an alteration in this treadmill
ghed. There shonld be more light and mors
air in the place; om o hot snmmer's day the
fatigune must be unbsarable., The “‘wheel”
itajl extends the whole length of the shed by
the wall, and revolves on an axle. Attached
to this wheel, or rather drum, are projecting
pieces of board six inches in width and about
nine inohes apart. Overhead is a short bar
for the operator to grasp with his hauds, and
when the wheel is started he has no foothold
and mno rest for his feet until his spall of
“treading” is at an end. For fulltwenty
minutes he must constantly raise first Ais right
foot, then his left, as though he was walking
np etairs, and this at the rate of about sixty
times in & minute. Fancy having to ascend
twelve hundred gstairs in twenty minntes, to
ascend to the summit of the Monument three
times over in that short time, and then to be
releaged that you may git in a box like a church
pew in the same shed and pick oakum for a
further term of twenty minutes by way of a
rest, and then three times to the top of the
Monument again, and 8o on through the
working hours of every day! And it is not
as though the operator trod on the open
wheel. He must not speak to his neighbor,
he must not gee him; and 1o this end he works
in a sort of box open at the top. It must ba
terrible work for a fat man, and such as wall
as lean commit them elvas. It is possible for
such a one, a8 we were informed, to loae in
weight three stone in as many months.

But it is not six hours at the treadmill, or
at any other manuer of work performed at
the City Prigson, that contents the inexor-
able anthorities of that model establish-
ment. One way or another a prisoner must
work ten heurs. He is ronsed at half-past
five in the morning, aud somshow or another
he is kindly preserved against the perils of
idleness nuntil 8 o'clock at night, This shows
fifteen hours and a half, but he i8 not working
abgolutely all that time. He has to go to
chapel and to take bis meals and his exercise.
He is tasked through ten hours only. Many
of the trades—suoh, for instance, as the shoe-
makers and tallors and the out-o’-door hands
(excepting the brick-makers)—*"knook off’’ at
six to get their supper, alter which they retire
to their cells; but they must do some kind of
work until the bell sounds B o’clock, when
they may cease, and are privileged to spend
the ensning hour in reading or meditation, or
in washing themselves, when the bell tolls
again, and a clatter of hammock-hooks, as
long and precise almost as the groundiog of
arms &t a military review, resounds through
the corridors, and the prisoners may go to bed.

Ah ! the glorions privilege of breakiog that
horrible silence, though only for so short a
time as may be oconpied in adjusting four
iron hooks in a8 many catches ! The blessed
relief of lifting for a few seconds the sombre
veil that clinga about a poor wretch so suffo-
catingly. *‘The striotest silence must be ob-
gerved,’” say the notice-boards, and it is ob-
gerved. Entering in at a door gnarded by a
gigantic though melancholy janitor in ludia-
ruﬁ)ber shoes, the governor sigus us to step
goftly on to & mat that ia there. We do so,
and in a listening attitnde be raises his hand.
There is not a sound. Dufore us i3 a long
corridor containing a long double row of cells,
each containing & man alive and in health,
and engaged at some kind of work; but no
oharnel-hounse could be quister,

Judging from the awfal “hush,” the oells
might each have been a church vaunlt, with
a coffined oreature lying within it. Bat
presently o moise is heard, a *Tap! tap!
tap !”" and then a pause, and then a sucosssion
of taps, vigorous and hearty, conveying to
our oppressed senses a relief for which we sigh
gratefully, as one does on a sultry evening
when the sudden and heavy rain-drops come
pit-a-pat on the dusty read. “‘That's a shoe-
maker,"” the governor whispers; “he’s gota
task to finigh, and he i8 hawmmering out his
sole leather.” Fortunate ehoemaker! Ifitis
& relief from the dread benumbing to clatter
aloud for the space of half & minate with a
couple of iron hooks, what must it be to be
armed with a handy broad-faced hammer and
a lapstone, with liberty to assault grim silenca
with all the strength of your right arm ! How
the other poor gtill stitchers of ocloth and

ickers of oakum must have envied him !

hat wounld they not have givan for a broad-
faced hammer and a lapstone and free
permission to bang away a8 hard as they

leased for bhalf an hour! They would

ave been heard as far as the summit
of Highgate Hill. "‘Do the prisoners dread
this silence so very mnch 1"’ the reader may
atk. Ay, do they—a huondred times mors
than a free man oan possibly realize. A gang
of them—poor, soft-handed wretches |—wers
at work on the evening of our vigit at the
rough, and to them heayy task of bricklay-
ing, and had been go employed all day. Coms
six n'clock, they were to turn into their calls,
and spend the next two hours at some light
work at which they conld sit down; but they
didn't want to sit down; they didn’t want to
chmfe the heavy work for the light. Holdiog
up his hand, which ia the sign that a prisoner
oraves permission to speak, one of them hum-
bly reques'ed the Governor to allow them
to coptinue bricklaying until eight o’clock,
But the request conld not be granted. *“For
God's gake, governor, put me in avother call 1"’
was the prayer of one poor prisoner who had
ocoupied the same lodging through nine weary
months; ‘‘for God's sake put me somewhere
elée! I have counted the bricks of the cell I
am in till my eyes uche,”

But there came under onr notice one carious
instance of how small a matter may upset the
calonlations, and turn even to ridivule the
sternest enactments, of men mighty in autho-
rity. From the men's corridor we proceeded
to the women’s, and, pridefal of his eminently
successful silent system, the governor pansed
At tbe threshold with the whispsred remark,
‘“Thege are the fumale oells, and yet
you percelve the same wunbroken still-
nesd  relgns, Women or men, gentle-
men, one system rules them, aud
they must obey.” When lo] at that very in-

stant & tiny voloe was heard to erow its sheiil-
est, and that within a dosen yarde of where we
were standing. “That's one of the babies,’
remarked the Governor, with all the wind
guddenly taken out of his sails. *'Of course,
you onn’t keep bables quiet.’’

We were farther informed thal as many as
fourteen of these small mockers and deflers of
gogs and governors were born in the jail
within the year. The mothers ard permitted
to take charge of their children. In every
cell door there ia a peep-hole of about the size
of & penny, covered first with wire ganze and
then with a shifting metal cover. Putting this
last aside, we peeped in, and there we saw the
little rebel who had so andaciously pat to rout
the Governor and his silent system, sitting on
the bed bright and lively, md’ getting rare fan
out of a ekein of darning cotton, while its
mother, seated on a gtool by the bedside, was
busily finishing a job of sook-mending by
the fading light that shone in at the high-
up barr narrow strip of window. It
wonld be hard to say whether the presence of
the innocent baby with its cheerfal little face
and its general air of content made the gloomy
little cell look more or less prison-like. How
the mother would have answared had the
question been put to her need not be donbted,
but of course she was a prajndiced person. By
the way, I wonder if the silent system in all
its grim geverity i3 imposed on mothers with
babies ! The ocobbler is at liberty to pounnd
away at his Jesther till the gloomy corridor
achoes again, bat he no more dare whistle as
he bammers than he dare demand a pint of
beer wherewith to whet his whistle;: the
incarcerated tailor, to begnile the tedions
time, may think a tune if he pleases, but to
hum one wounld be to peril his prospects of din-
ner: how is 1t with motuers and their little
ones? Are they bound to caress them (and
you may depend that they are not so debased
a8 to bave overcome the very nataral habit)
in dumb show? Do they convey to them
words of endearment under their breath, and
indootrinate them in the soothing nursery
Jingle by unsounding movements of their lips?
The next time I am in the company of our
worthy governor I will ask him all about it.

Every day the prisonmers, male and female
old and young, are mads o attend chapel, an
twice on Sundays. The Appearance of the
saored edifice guite npeets one’s ideas of *'free-
dom’'' of religious worship. The chaplain’a
pulpit is perched high np against the wall at
the end, 8o a8 to enable hiuf® to get a view of
hig entire congregation. Otherwise this wounld
be impossible; for while the larger body of adalt
male prisoners oconpy the body of the chapel,
the women and children are partitioned ofl
on either side by a tall partition that quite
precludes the possibility of their seeing bs-
yond. Defore the great space where the men
it ie & pair of tall grim iron gates; and they
are ranged on seats rising one above the other
with warders in attendance and constantly on
the watoh lest for a siogle imstant they,
throngh the whole of the service, depart from
the rigid rule of “‘ayes right.”! They must
look steadfastly before them, regardiog
through the iron bara the preacher in his pul-
pit, and they must raise and lower their
prayer-books with elbows gqnared and all at
once like poldiers at drill. They may not
serape their feet upon the floor without having
afterwards to explain the movement, They
may gcarcely wink an eye or sigh withont dan-
ger of rebuke or punishment. God help them,
poor wretches |

It ays muoh in favor of the Holloway sys-
tem, howaver, that it exercises mno injurious
effect on the health of tha inmates. Thereis a
commodious infirmary; but out of the large
number of four hundred and fifty only three
were invalided, and that—at least in two cases
—not throngh being unable to bear up against
the severity of jail discipline. Of the two cases
in question one was that of an old man turned
eighty, an experienced ‘‘smasher,’” or passer
of spurious coin, while the other was a tall,
languid yonng man of decent appearance, who,
coming of a family of thieves, had always been
himeelf a thief, but who was now in the last
stage of consumption. He was going homs to
his friends in the ocountry, as we were in-
formed. “He may as well go home and die,
since he wiehes it, as die here.”” When fever
cases occur in the jail they are removed at
once to the Fever Hospftal, and when he is
cured he gets his liberty; on what principle,
however, is not very clear.

There are peep-holes in the doors of the
cells in which the male prisonerz are confined.
The polished black-leaded floors and the
India rubber shoes favor stealthy approach,
and the sliding corner of the peep-hole'may
be shifted quite without sound, so that at
any moment & })risonur may be under the
suspicions eye of the warder, and he never
know it. It was now 8 o'clock (a fact the
great shining bell huong in the hail
announced in deafening accents), the signal
for striking work for the night. There yet
remained an hour till bedtime. *‘‘What do
they do meanwhile!’ we inguired. ‘Look
and see for yourself,” replied our guide; and
we did, treading softly from door to door, and
noiselessly pushing back the peep-hole screen.
The majority were engaged In the healthfal
process of washing. They are mot bound to
wash themselves over night, but as they are
expected to show clean aud ready to com-
menoe the labor of the day at half-past 5
o'clock in the morning, they find it convenient
to ﬁerform their ablutions before they retire
to their hammocks. .

The prisoners are afforded every facility for
cleanlingss. In each cell water is laid on, and
the not unliberal allowance daily is six gal-
loms, Liach prisoner is provided with a bowl
for washing his face and hands, and a neat
little tray, holding abount a gallon and a half,
in which he is expected to perform the same
necessary operation oa his feet, when neces-
sary. Forther, he has a weoden soap-dish
and a bandy bit of yellow soap, and a gooci
towel. Every day the men go to churoh;
bnt on Bunday godliness and cleanliness
go specially hand in hand. On the Sabbath
morning the governor makes a tourof sanitary
inspection, and every prisoner appears at
hig cell door with his trousers pulled up above
his shins and Lis feet naked, while his shirt
and jacket are turned back at the collar so as
to expose hig neck and shoulders. Oonoce &
week in hot weather, and once a fortnight in
cold, every prisoner has a bath,

But peeping In at the pesp-hole we dis-
verned that very many of the captives were not
busy with the soap and towel—parhaps it was
oply the experienced and ‘*'‘seitled-down’
hands that were 50. Some of the poor fellows

wasted his time, for the letter will not be for-
warded, The priseners are, of gourse, ap-

ernor and the record book. Perhaps he is
merely a regular thief, bamoaning his seve-
rance from some Sall or Yoll of Spitalfislds,
aud may be a little child or two, their shame-
ful progeny. Itis possible, for even profes-
tional thieves may not defy the laws of niture
as well as the laws of goofety; and though the
oriminal records may justly brand them as
“bardensd ruflisns,’” maks no doabt that
they are mot all harduess. They must have
their inner life of domestic atfection and

their  heart-yearning for somebody, or
they are less than the fox or the
wolf. May be, however, the dismal

figure, tight olad in his prison suit and buried
in gorrow g0 that no more than the top of his
clogely-cropped Lead s visible a month ago
was & free and seemingly happy fellow, who
dined sumptuously every day, and wore fine
olothes and costly jewelry, and lived in a haond-
gome villa at Bmmi.lnn or Twickenham along
with a confiding and inoocent wife and a troop
of merry children, who wonld as soon have
believed that the moon was about to fall as
that papa, who of late had grown so fidgety
and complained of headache, and shat him-
gell for hours together in his room, was a
migerable felon, waiting and quak'ng for the
eragh that he knew must presently coms.
Anyway, there he is, and there he must remain,
